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PREFACE. 


May we presume on the reader’s time, and good graces, 
to say that the undersigned has compiled this bibliography 
and ‘tthe accompanying notes, largely from books and materia! 
in his own private collection. There are possibly a scant haif 
dozen titles in the general bibliography which we do not at 
this moment possess. 

The urge to do this work came as a bolt from the blue. 
We have been fortunate in getting cooperation from a number 
of interested librarians and genealogists, and through them 
some additions were made which otherwise would have been 
omitted or overlooked. The work is as complete as we could 
make it with the time, facilities and cooperation at our 
disposal. 

Now that the study of Dr. Egle and his works is com- 
plete, so far as the purposes of this bibliography are con- 
cerned, we are almost staggered with the results obtained. 
We knew when we started out that Dr. Egle had done a great 
deal of work looking to the preservation of local history, 
etc., but it httle dawned on us, and probably on few others. 
that a searching inquiry into his various ramifications would 
end up in so many pages of bibliography and details. 

Like most private collectors, we are not inclined to have 
too many “purely inquisitive” inquiries to examine into our 
collection; at any rate, we do not have all of the material 
accumulated in one “Dr. Egle Collection,” having learned 
some years ago, not to put all our eggs in the same basket! 

We are not adverse to having responsible persons make 
inquiry from us at any time concerning this Egle subject; 
we will go a step further and say, that we have, in some 
cases, duplicates of some of the choicest Egle material, and 
would dispose of it at market prices. 

There is also a bit of rime and reason in our proposal 
to add new volumés to the “Notes and Queries” series, if 
the least opportunity ever presents itself forcibly enough. 
We have in mind reprinting the scarce Volume II of the 
Fourth Series, if sufficient encouragement comes along. Li- 
brarians, whether this year, or ten years from now, or even 
longer (if we live and can carry on as at present), may in- 
quire through us as to the availability of Dr. Egle material, 
and we hope to be able to give some satisfaction, at least.

A Bibliographical Research. 





NE of the most important fairly modern 
works dealing with the local, biograph- 
ical and genealogical history of Penn- 
sylvania, is that series of publications 
known as “Notes and Queries,” edited 
by the late William Henry Egle, M. D., 
and contributed to by the best writers 

and students of Pennsylvania history from 1875 to 
1900. 

These contributions, which assembled form the 
“Notes and Queries,” originally appeared in the Har- 
risburg (Pa.) “Daily Telegraph.” The paper at that 
time was under the editorship of the late Mathias 
Wilson McAlarney. 

It is fitting to pay proper respect to the memory 
as well as the efforts of Mr. McAlarney, who died 
December 5, 1900, less than three months before the 
death of Dr. Egle. We know of no better way than 
to quote from Dr. Egle’s own words of tribute, as he 
addressed the meeting of the Dauphin County His- 
torical Society, reported in the volume “In Memor- 
ium—M. W. McAlarney,” (Harrisburg, 1901.) 

Dr. Egle said, in part: 


“No doubt it may be expected of me, owing to our inti- 
mate relations covering more than a quarter of a century, 
in announcing the death of our fellow-member, Mathias 
Wilson McAlarney, whose death occurred on the 5th of De- 
cember, to say somewhat concerning that busy life which has 
passed out among the haunts of men. He came from good 
Scotch-Irish stock, and he was proud of it. The son of John 
McAlarney and his wife Catharine Wilson, he was born on 
the 7th of June, 1840, in Mifflinburg, Union County, Pa. He 
was educated at the public schools and at Bucknell University. 
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“He learned the ‘art preservative of all arts,’ in the print- 
ing office of C. N. Worden, editor of the ‘Lewisburg Chron- 
iele’ He read as few do [from Mr. Worden’s large library J, 
the best of literary books, gaining a fund of information... .- 

“In 1859 Mr. McAlarney went to Coudersport, Pa., and 
edited the ‘Potter County Journal,’ a weekly newspaper... - 
He took up the study of law, and was admitted to the bar 
of Potter County, on February 27th, 1869. . . .In May fol- 
lowing, he came to Harrisburg and entered the practice of 
his profession. Here he became quite successful, but his 
taste was in the direction of editorial work, and from 1874 
to the close of 1882 he was more or less actively engaged 
on the ‘Harrisburg Telegraph.’ In 1883 he purchased the 
controlling interest in the Harrisburg Publishing Company, 
publishers of the ‘Daily and Semi-Weekly Telegraph,’ and 
from that time on until his death was the editor of the 
‘Telegraph’ and manager of the company... . 

“In 1887, [following interests that engaged his attention 
elsewhere], he once more assumed active personal control 
of the Harrisburg Publishing Company, already referred to; 
and which establishment has wonderfully increased through 
his management. Few persons have any idea of the large 
amount of work this establishment has put out the last 
thirteen years. No other publishing house outside of the 
very large cities has been so successful, and all through his 
personal efforts and practical methods... . 

“To him we are greatly indebted for assisting in inaugurat- 
ing the plan of publishing in permanent and distinct form 
the valuable and entertaining papers read before this society. 

“Tn 1887 at Mr. McAlarney’s earnest request, on leaving the 
postoffice [the postmastership which he had enjoyed under 
several presidents], your speaker continued the regular pub- 
lication of ‘Notes and Queries,’ the only condition being that 
all should be reproduced in book form. He has always shown 
his appreciation of this valuable series of historical, biogra- 
phical papers, and his efforts along this line have been re- 
warded. .. - 

“After the Sesqui-Centennial of Paxton Church he was so 
interested in its success that he published a volume relating 
thereto—a volume which is out of print, but treasured by all 
the descendants of the early worshipers of that landmark 
of Scotch-Irish settlement. The book contained everything 
then obtainable relating thereto. 

“The Harrisburg Publishing Company has issued a large 
number of historical and genealogical works the past ten 
years. Some of these passed through his editorial super- 
vision, and were made the more accurate. . 12 


The death of Mr. McAlarney, in 1900, found a cap- 
able successor to steer the “Telegraph” toward the 
goal of a century and more, of usefulness. In 1883, 
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when Mr. McAlarney acquired control of the Harris- 
burg Publishing Company, there came to Harrisburg, 
from Orbisonia, a young man just reached manhood— 
Edward J. Stackpole—fresh from the office of the Or- 
bisonia “‘Dispatch.”’ 

Mr. Stackpole immediately became, as he says in 
his book “Behind the Scenes with a Newspaper Man,” 
(1927), “associated in a modest way with the Harris- 
burg ‘Telegraph,’ which I was destined to take over 
as owner and publisher in January, 1901. Vhus my 
connection with the ‘Telegraph,’ as assistant foreman 
in the composing room, exchange editor, city editor, 
and finally, editor-in-chief and publisher, has contin- 
ued for forty-three years.” 

The policy of Mr. McAlarney, in respect to the pub- 
lishing of historical and legal, as well as military and 
other works of value, has been thoroughly carried out, 
and enlarged, by Mr. Stackpole, and his sons, Mdward 
J., Jr., and Albert H., both active in editorial and 
managerial work. * 

During the latter quarter of the nineteenth century, 
Harrisburg, central Pennsylvania, and the state at 
large for that matter, enjoyed the hey-day of historical 
interest and lasting evidence through the medium of 
printed books and periodicals. 

The works such as accomplished through the in- 
itiative of Dr. Egle, and still others, whose published 
material came to an eager public through the well- 
known Lippincott Press, of Philadelphia, and a few 
other publishers, will stand as landmarks as long as 
they can stand the ravages of time, and the rough- 
handling of those moderns who care little for, and 
respect less, the efforts of men laboring but half a 
century ago. 

Dr. Egle was, without a doubt, one of the foremost 
and most capable of all writers and students of Penn- 
sylvania history. We are not unmindful of others 
who worked in similar fields of endeavor, such as 





* The Harrisburg Publishing Company was reorganized in 
1905, at that time becoming The Telegraph Printing Com- 
pany. Today it has a modern commercial printing establish- 
ment, and a morning and an evening up-to-date newspaper. 
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Julius F. Sachse, Esq., and Prof. I. Daniel Rupp, and 
many others whose works are known far and wide, 
throughout the land. 

While we have had the kindly cooperation of a num- 
ber of librarians, scholars and students of history, it 
is well-nigh impossible to make a complete bibliogra- 
phy of all the “scraps” and the smaller contributions 
which can be attributed to Dr. Egle. In his day all 
the writing was done in long hand — letters, manu- 
script and the business of the day; that he must have 
been everlastingly at it, goes without fear of contra- 
diction. 

The mistakes which he made, (as are those of most 
of us), were unintentional; he can be forgiven for 
most of them; yet champions come forward from all 
directions to testify as to his ability. One says of 
Dr. Egle: “An unwearied delver after the history of 
the early times ;” and from the well-known Mr. Brock, 
of Virginia, we hear: “The accomplished editor.” 

Prefaces and acknowledgements, bibliographies and 
foot-notes, excerpts and quotations—all point to the 
importance of the works of Dr. Egle in the printed 
history of the State of Pennsylvania. We cannot do 
him too much honor in saying that the Common- 
wealth’s history is many times richer because of him. 
County histories of all sorts, and many other books 
pay him, sometimes, all too little credit in their an- 
xiety to shine brighter in light supposedly of their 
own making. 

Dr. Egle was State Librarian for more than twelve 
years, having been appointed first by Governor Bea- 
ver, on March 3, 1887, and subsequently by Governors 
Pattison and Hastings. In this office he was of great 
service to his fellow men, of high or low degree. 

His passing was actually and sincerely mourned by 
a great many people who had learned to love, and trust 
him. Rev. E. F. Smith, rector of St. Stephen’s P. E. 
Church, in a sermon delivered on the Sunday follow- 
ing Dr. Egle’s passing, the minister said, in part: 

“William Henry Egle was a good and a great man. 
For once, there was no blind or empty compliment 
in the estimate the newspapers expressed of him... . 
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The State is under great obligations to him for the 
results that he accomplished. . . .” 

Students and others in search of historical data 
found their pathways widened and made brighter be- 
cause of Dr. Egle, who found no little task too much 
to undertake ; it seemed as though he found something 
new to interest him, in everything he undertook, no 
matter whether for himself, or for others. Thus he 
found “pay dirt” day in and day out, because he lived 
not for himself, only. 

While President of the Pennsylvania-German Soc- 
iety, in his annual address, page 17, volume III, of the 
Society’s “Proceedings,” Dr. Egle says: “When I was 
a boy . . . I made a scrap-book, the groundwork be- 
ing some old copy books, and every clipping, odd, 
strange, and yet true, was carefully pasted therein. 
Twenty-five years after it made the reputation of a 
gentleman to whom I loaned it, and so I am reminded 
of the fact that had our ancestors kept memoranda 
of their industrious lives, of the recollections of the 
old home in the Fatherland, of the trials of pioneer 
life, its joys and its sorrows, the accurate records of 
their births, marriages, and burials, of removals to 
distant portions of the country — history, genealogy, 
and biography would have been an easy task, and 
we might all have the reputation of being historians 
and genealogists.” 

It is not to be supposed that Dr. Egle and his co- 
workers expected to make fortunes on their labors 
in the field of history and genealogy; rather it was 
the well-known labor of love, and pride in a rich 
heritage that drew these men on. 

The Harrisburg Publishing Company, with Mr. 
McAlarney at its head, realized the importance of the 
work being conducted through its columns. Once a 
week, on Saturdays, for a period dating from 1884 to 
1900, almost without a break, there appeared these 
all-illuminating articles on “old times” and “new.” 

There were also any number of well-worked-out 
genealogical lines, and a thousand and one other items 
of general interest. 

During the early 1880’s the articles appearing in the 
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“Telegraph” found their way into pamphlet form, cov- 
ering much of what had appeared from time to time 
in the newspaper. 

These pamphlets found much favor among the his- 
torians and others, and developed other contributors 
throughout the central part of the state, and, as time 
went on these issues became of extreme importance, 
and more or less difficult to obtain. Some of these 
“reprints” from the newspaper articles were limited 
to only 15 and 20 copies. Thus one immediately comes 
to the conclusion that such issues are difficult to find 
today—which is true. 

In the course of fifteen years there appeared (1879- 
1894) a number of these “series” of “Notes and Quer- 
ies,’ in pamphlet form, usually without date, so that 
it is dificult, even for the most apt scholar and stu- 
dent, to make either head or tail, of these earlier 1s- 
sues. 

Dr. Thomas M. liams, Assistant to the Librarian, 
at the Henry E. Huntington Library and Art Gallery, 
San Marino, California, writes: 


“We wish to complete our file of “Notes and Queries: 
Historical, biographical and genealogical;” edited by William 
H. Egle. We have been unable to find in any of our biblio- 
graphical works a complete description of this publication. 
We are listing the numbers we have, and if you can supply 
any of those missing, or advise which numbers are missing, 
we shall be glad to hear from you.” 


The foregoing letter was the straw that broke 
the camel’s back, and this brochure, or monograph, 
with a detailed bibliography, is the result of such ob- 
servations as passed before our vision. It has been 
carefully prepared for the limited number of libraries, 
genealogists and students who have recourse to the 
limited number of copies, or possibly sets, of this 
notable work. 

A reading of this paper will help somewhat, those 
who have been otherwise unable to make some head 
or tail of the various editions and parts extant. 

It was, and still is our intention, to point out that 
the original series of the “Notes and Queries” as re- 
printed from the “Telegraph” are almost as scarce as 
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the files of the papers—with some reservations, of 
course. 

For some years it has given us some concern as 
to the “gap” which we felt had occurred in “Notes 
and Queries,” ostensibly supplied by that other work 
of Dr. Egle’s, known as the “Historical Register.” It 
has never been made quite clear, but there was some 
reason for the “break,” for the latter was issued from 
the establishment of Lane S. Hart, printer and binder; 
an entirely different source—one that would cost con- 
siderably more to operate than the former. 

Now we are ready to prove what we had for a long 
time suspected—that Dr. Egle meant that the “Regis- 
ter’ was to follow the Second Series of the “Notes 
and Queries,” after its sudden conclusion in the “Tele- 
Staph’ on Saturday, December 9, 1882)) ‘The pam- 
phlet printing for the Second Series was not completed 
until early in the year 1883, which gave it that date, 
although the instalments were concluded in the paper 
in 1882. 

Let us examine page 339, Second Series, (1883), and 
in the last instalment of the reprint of the same, the 
words of Dr. Egle: 


“A Word to Our Readers.—At the suggestion of the pres- 
ent Editor of the ‘Telegraph,’ [Thos. F. Wilson], this number 
of ‘Notes and Queries’ as a regular publication will be the 
last. ‘For almost four years, in sickness and in the hour 
of sorrow, we have endeavored to do our duty in the presen- 
tation of the history of this locality. There is yet much 
to be gleaned in that field, and some time in the future we 
may gather up a portion of what: remaineth. Other locali- 
ties call us, and the cessation of our labors in the present 
direction, enables us to pursue a course which we hope will 
meet with a proper and just appreciation — the establish- 
ment of a quarterly pericdical devoted to the History, Biogra- 
phy and Genealogy of Interior Pennsylvania. Until the ‘His- 
tory of Dauphin County’ upon which we are engaged shall 
have been completed, we will have no time to pursue local 
inquiry and research. With good wishes to our readers who 


have ever kindly received us, and to those who rendered 


assistance in our ‘labor of love,’ we bring our present line 
of work to a close.”—[Harrisburg ‘‘Daily Telegraph,” Sat- 
urday merce December 9, 1882.—The end of the Second 
Series. 


There is evidence here in Dr. Egle’s “valedictory” 
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that he was “hurt” because his work could not go on. 

In going over the files of the “Telegraph” we note 
that the paper did not carry any name at its mast 
head during 1882, other than “Chas. H. Bergner, 
Manager,” until Friday, May 5, when the name “Thos. 
F. Wilson,” appears as “editor.” Perhaps it is merely 
a coincidence, but some excitement must have pre- 
vailed in the office on that date, due to the coming ot 
the new editor, for the date line on the first page was 
the only one correct, the others throughout the paper 
being unchanged from the previous day! 

Mr. Wilson continues as editor, with Mr. Bergner 


as manager, until October 28, 1882, when we note 


under the mast head, the following “notice:” 


“Having disposed of all my shares in the capital stock 
of “The Harrisburg Publishing Company,” my connection 
with the “Daily” and “Weekly Telegraph” newspaper and 
printing business ceased on and after the 1st inst. 

“C, H. BERGNER.” 


This certainly makes it appear as though, at the 
close of the year 1882, and just about six weeks before 
the last instalment of the “Notes,” that there must 
have been a change in the policy of the paper, and that 
Dr. Egle was “persona non grata.” Nevertheless, he 
takes hope again, as we see on page 77, volume I, of 
the “Register :” 


“The title of this quarterly publication is sufficiently ex- 
planatory of our aim and object. We desire simply to pre- 
serve such information as from time to time may come to 
our hands, through the zea] and energy of others in connec- 
tion with our own individual researches, of the history, bi- 
ography, and genealogy of interior Pennsylvania. Of this 
data there is much to be gathered, and only so long as those 
gleaners in that field do not flag, but retain their interest 
therein, will this publication be continued. There is no rea- 
son why it cannot be permanently established, for there is 
much relating to the interior of our State, historically con- 
sidered, which requires such a medium of inter-communica- 


tion as the ‘Historical Register’ proposes to be.” 


The completion of the “Notes” in the “Telegraph” 
in December, 1882, was followed by the “Register,” 
which was planned with the idea in mind, evidently, 
of carrying on with local history, perhaps even on a 
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slightly larger scale. This is evident with the “Table 
of Contents,” and the names and addresses of contri- 
butors, as well as the title pages, before us. 

With the planning would also be a contract to is- 
sue quarterly, as Dr. Egle says, and once inaugurated, 
it was difficult to discontinue until the important ar- 
ticles had been concluded, for most likely the con- 
tributors were somewhat interested in the success of 
the stated quarterly—but perhaps not too much, finan- 
cially. 

Pathe Lhird yoeries, volume vt Nore or Spal 
1884, more than a year after the last “part” of the 
Second Series had been issued, we read again, the 
more or less “hopeful” words of Dr. Egle: 


“To the Reader.—At the request of the Proprietor of the 
‘Telegraph,’ [M. W. McAlarney], it is proposed to present 
in the Saturday’s edition of that newspaper, all matters ap- 
pertaining to the History, Biography and Genealogy of this 
locality. In recent researches much has come to light, while 
that which we had previously gathered, having been excluded 
by the publishers of the recent ‘History of Dauphin and Leb- 
anon Counties’ from that volume, we propose to give the 
readers of the ‘Telegraph.’ Much is entirely new material, 
and all of it is valuable.” 


The above appeared in the “Weekly Telegraph,” 
for January 9, 1884, more than a year since the last 
instalment of the Second Series, with Mr. McAlarney 
now the dominant head of the publishing company. 

In the early 1890’s it was apparent to the loca! his- 
torians that the original series ought to be followed 
by a “reprint.” This was agreed to by all concerned, 
among them a publisher who must have had a very 
generous heart, for there appeared in “1894” in an en- 
tirely new dress, improved and somewhat enlarged, 
the “reprint” of the “Notes and Queries.” 

The publisher plainly states in the “Prefatory to 
this Reprint,” that “The papers contained in this lim- 
ited edition [100 copies] originally appeared in the 
regular Saturday issue of the Harrisburg “‘Daily Tele- 
graph” during the years 1878 to 1883. No contribu- 
tions to any newspaper in the country have been so 
appreciated or more often referred to, and in a recent- 
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ly published Index to Local History pages of refer- 
ences are given to “Notes and Queries.” To the stu- 
dent of American History, especially of that relating 
to Pennsylvania, this reprint will be invaluable.” 

This then, takes us to the very outset of the series. 
The publisher further states in the ‘“Prefatory” that, 
“Owing to the increased interest at this time taken 
by the descendants of early settlers in Pennsylvania, 
and especially in Revolutionary ancestry, frequent de- 
mands have been made for the First and Second Ser- 
ies of the ‘Notes and Queries.’ Nearly one-third were 
never printed in pamphlet form, and except possibly 
in the possession of the Editor, no complete set of 
those are in existence.” 

In the reprint series, it may be stated “‘that all ar- 
ticles without signature were written by the editor, 
Dr. William H. Egle.” 

Basing our account on the few statements found in 
the “Prefatory”’ to the first reprints made, we readily 
see much that we cannot find easily, in the original 
papers, or the parts in which they appear after having 
been printed in the newspaper. All of this is due 
to the genuine scarcity of original numbers. 


“In a “Report of the State (Pa.) Librarian for the 
Year 1901,” appeared a section devoted to “Biblio- 
graphy of Pennsylvania,” which was subsequently 
published as “Scotch-Irish Bibliography of Pennsyl- 
vania,” and attributed to Major W. C. Armor, late of 
Harrisburg. This bibliography appears in several re- 
ports of Scotch-Irish Societies. As it appears in “The 
Scotch-Irish in America,’ Eighth Congress, 1892, and 
again in “Twenty-Seventh Annual Meeting and Ban- 
quet of the Pennsylvania Scotch-Irish Society” (1916), 
we reprint: 


“NOTES AND QUERIES: Historical, Biographical and 
Genealogical. Edited by William Henry Egle, M. D. Har- 
risburg. 4to. Original series, 1879, pp 166. First series, 
1881, pp 208. Second series, 1888, pp 342. Third series, 
1887, volume I, pp 588; 1891, volume I], pp 552; volume II, 
pp 565 [error; no volume III in the original series—Aurand)]. 
Reprint, Harrisburg, 1894-96. Beyond all others the most 
important publication relating to the Scotch-Irish in America.” 
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Inasmuch as the “Twenty-Seventh Annual Meet- 
ing’ was held at the Bellevue-Stratford, Philadelphia, 
February 11th, 1916, some one overlooked a good op- 
portunity for building up the bibliography of “Notes 
and Queries” to its fullness, for the last numbers ap- 
peared in 1900—more than fifteen years previous. 

In our limited sphere of endeavor, even in the very 
city and heart of the field of operation of the late 
Dr. Egle, and his many able associates, we have been 
unable to uncover any original copies, or parts, of the 
so-called “Original Series 1879,” numbering 166 pages. 

There have been so many inquiries come to the 
present writer concerning this or that, in con- 
nection with this series of publications, that we are 
glad, once and for all, to lay these facts openly before 
those anxious to see the clearing up of the enigma 
Orthe parts or (the sorpinalseries)at any rate, 

During the month of October, 1895, there appeared 
in the “Telegraph,” the following ad: 


“Harly Series of Notes and Queries.—Owing to the fre- 
quent demand for copies of the Original, First and Second 
Series of ‘Notes and Queries,’ the Harrisburg Publishing 
Company proposes issuing a limited edition of the same for 
subscribers only. The Original Series was never printed in 
pamphlet form. These consisted of forty-two [forty-one ] 
numbers. The First and Second Series owing to their ex- 
ceeding rarity, are not obtainable at any price, there being 
not more than a dozen complete copies in existence. These 
being the repository of much data relating to the early his- 
tory, biography and genealogy of the interior counties of 
Pennsylvania not elsewhere to be found, the proposition will 
undoubtedly be received with pleasure. The publication will 
comprise two quarto volumes of about 500 pages each, and 
the price fixed is $10 for the set.” 


In endeavoring to determine whether the “Original 
Series, 1879,” was included in the reprints of the “First 
and Second Series,” we have come to our conclusions 
through the mind of a printer and publisher, and some- 
times bibliophile. 

At page 291, First Series, reprint, we find instalment 
number XLII. We also find, in checking an original 
pamphlet, that No. I (1), of the original First Series, 
and No. XLII (42), of the reprint, start out with the 
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same item, viz: “1001.” The last insert of the original 
First Series is followed by the first instalment of the 
original Second Series, (‘Shearman’), at page 63 of 
the reprint of the “First and Second Series” volume II. 
This latter volume also concludes the same as does the 
original volume of that same number. 

Accordingly, the evidence then points to there being 
in the first volume of the reprint series, some 291 pages 
of material which we do not have some original pam- 
phlet material to compare with. 

The “First Series, 1881,” according to the check we 
made, includes five pamphlets, for 208 pages. Of 
course, the number of pages in the various series fluc- 
tuate, for they did the best they could in those days 
of hand-set type, with no particular calculation on the 
exact amount of space to be used. That an easy print- 
ing arrangement was in force is apparent, for they 
printed but two pages at a time on a job press. 

The Congressional Library card on the early issues 
leaves much to be desired, although they help the bib- 
liophile, somewhat. 

Going into the pagination, etc., of the “Third Series” 
reprint, we quote again from the publishers’ “Pre- 
fatory Note:” 

“Tt is chiefly owing to the successful issue of the 
reprint of the First and Second Series of the early 
issues of “Notes and Queries” that a demand came for 
the continuation of the reprints. The Third Series 
is just as valuable . . . and the few pamphlet copies 
that were printed from newspaper type are extremely 
rare.” 

They also stated that “the Third Series will com- 
prise three volumes.” In the reprint it was three— 
in the original pamphlet series, the Third Series com- 
prised but two volumes. 

The Original, the First, Second, Third and Fourth 
Series were printed from hand-set type, 7 or 8-point, 
solid or leaded. Many of the letters and figures were 
much worn, some of them showing up but faintly in 
the pamphlet printing. The Fourth Series, volume 
II, was issued in 1894-1895. It concluded the “Notes 
and Queries” in “series” form. 
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The reprint volumes, First and Second Series, vol- 
umes one and two, and Third Series, in three volumes, 
were also in hand-set type, 10-point body, which ac- 
counted for the increase of one volume over the num- 
ber in the original series of the Third. The same was 
true of the first two volumes being larger in the re- 
print, than in the original series; also due to the inclus- 
ion of the more or less obscure “Original Series, 18/9,” 
in forty-one instalments, which accounted for 291 
pages of a total of 967 pages, (496, 471), in both First 
and Second Series, volumes I and II, reprint. 

The “Fourth Series,” volume II, in hand-set type, 
appeared in print only once. It was followed in short 
order by a reprinting of volume I, from lino-type 
slugs. The original edition of volume II bears the 
date 1895, and the reprint of volume I bears the date 
1893! Volume I, original edition, properly belongs 
to the year 1893, but we are inclined to the idea that 
it was not actually reprinted until after Nov., 1895, 
when linotypes made their first appearance in the 
“Telegraph” office. One doesn’t set type by machine 
until one has a machine! 

While the original Fourth Series, volume I, is dated 
“1893,” it has a total of 428 pages; the reprint, with 
the date “1893,” has but 328 pages! Care must be 
exercised when using the Index now available with 
reference of volume I, Fourth Series. The Index 
most generally seems to fit the reprint copy, with the 
328 pages. 

Following the “Fourth Series” there appeared an- 
nually for five years, dated “Notes and Queries,” as 
follows: 1896, 1897, 1898, 1899 and 1900. This con- 
cluded the run of the most ambitious work of its kind 
ever undertaken in these parts, with the few pledges 
the editors and publishers had. 

It must be said for the benefit of those who in- 
tend to use “Notes and Queries” for research, that 
after the type was used in the papers, it was held 
in the printing office until enough “matter” accumu- 
lated for the purpose of printing the sheets, or perhaps 
the convenience of those to whose lot it fell to do the 
actual press-work. In a number of cases, too numer- 
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ous to mention at this moment, there were reprints 
of separate articles, either before, or perhaps atiter, 
the printing of the pamphlet parts. 

The “salvage” process was frequently improved by 
corrections which were proved errors in the paper, or 
earlier numbers of the pamphlets. Some of these were 
noted weeks after publishing in pamphlet form. They 
might, or might not, show up in the original series 
pamphlets, but Dr. Egle, who was meticulous and 
painstaking, found use for his notes and corrections in 
the reprint series. 

We find, that while the whole business was more 
or less a sort of catch-as-catch-can affair, when it was 
brought together in the reprint, it had the benefit of 
corrections, and even though articles were shifted 
around from instalment to instalment, most of those 
originally appearing, were improved in the reprint. 
Some, however, were not reprinted, and in course of 
time we may be able to determine what important 
items were omitted, and we may do our bit, by a re- 
printing of such as ought to be made more available. 

Bear in mind that neither the First, Second, nor 
Third Series, original, had either “index” or “table of 
contents.” The latter appeared for the first time in 
the series, in volumes I and II of the Fourth Series. 
The reprints are all improved with at least the “table.” 

It is not our purpose to go to any length in telling 
of the valuable contents of “Notes and Queries,” ex- 
cept to say that the twelve volumes which comprise 
a complete set, encompass one of the richest stores of 
knowledge of Pennsylvania local history, biography, 
genealogy and many other items which come under 
the former subject indirectly. There is no substitute 
for this collection. . 

For many years it has been a hodge-podge of col- 
lected material, each volume of the reprints with a 
separate Table of Contents. Lately (1932), there has 
been issued a more or less comprehensive Index, or 
combined Table of Contents, developed by competent 
librarians and genealogists. It does not, however, 
claim to be a complete Index of “names.” 

The original edition of the “Notes and Queries” 
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must have been very limited in number; the reprint 
we know has been limited to 100 copies. Many of 
these have gone back to the earth and light from 
whence they came, and others can be had—occasion- 
ally—from dealers, and, of course, an occasional auc- 
tion. A 

Those wanting early church records, marriages, bap- 
tisms, deaths, graveyards, etc.; tax lists, early resi- 
dents, and many other unusual and desired bits of in- 
formation on central Pennsylvania, will do well to 
search these records.

There 
may be errors of opinion, and perchance, errors in facts, but 
this is to be expected when so little that is reliable has ever 
been published in regard to the Frontier Forts. 

“Whether it be sentiment or historical pride, the General 
Assembly of Pennsylvania should take prompt action upon 
the recommendation of the Members of the Commission. 
They have done their duty well and faithfully. They have 
presented a report creditable to the Commonwealth, and in- 
valuable as a contribution to the history of the State. The 
issue remains with the authorities. Let them act promptly 
and efficiently; and generations to come will rise up and 
bless their memories.” 

This prediction has come true. 

We have no doubt but that Dr. Egle was active in the 
Editorial supervision of the above report. In his capacity 
as State Librarian, interested as he was in all things his- 
torical, we can see his hand in this monumental work.

Dovetailing, but not necessarily a part of “Notes 
and Queries,” Dr. Egle and associates during 1883- 
1884, issued another periodical, in 8 parts; entitled: 
“Historical Register.” This, too, is rich in genealogy, 
history and biography, on the same basis, substanti- 
ally, as the first-mentioned, and it should not be over- 
looked in searching for choice material. It contains 
fewer of the small items, which we might denominate 
“questions and squibs.” 

There is no mention in the final issues of the “Regis- 
ter” regarding the reason for bringing the periodical 
to a close, but, as often happens, magazines of this 
kind merely fold up and quit, after having done a 
good turn, that cost their promoters more than they 
realized out of it.

PENNSYLVANIA ARCHIVES. 


In our own way we would like to say that the series 
known as “Pennsylvania Archives” is one of the most im- 
portant works of source history for this State. There are 
a number of so-called important works, yet this stands at 
least shoulder thigh, if not more so, to any other work. 

The series was commenced back in the 1830’s, with the is- 
suing of the first three volumes of the “Colonial Records.” 
The work was delayed until the 1850’s, when there appeared 
the more or less completed set of 16 volumes; followed by 
the “Archives,” First Series, in 12 volumes, or 11 volumes 
and an Appendix. This Appendix volume is scarce due to 
the destruction by fire or water, of many of the copies stored 
in the old capitol basement. It is said to have formed a 
basis for the two volumes on “Frontier Forts.” The two 
series (Records and Archives), were followed by a General 
Index, in one volume, divided into two parts, covering each 
section. 

The Second Series of the Archives, under the editorial 
supervision of the late Messrs. John Blair Linn, and William 
Henry Egle, M. D., were issued in 19 volumes, including 
some portions that were originally intended for the First 
Series, discovered too late to be included in the proper place. 
No index for the Second Series has ever been issued, so far 
as we know. We have therefore prepared a “topical index,” 
volume by volume, as shown. 

In passing, let us state that we have omitted page numbers 
from this index, for the reason that there have been as many 
as three and four different printings of certain of the volumes 
of the Second Series, by as many different printers. Obvious- 
ly, we cannot have all those editions before us, therefore 
we shall dispense with the pages; but presumably all simi- 
larly numbered volumes carry the same contents. 

The dates for the Second Series volumes start in on or 
about 1874, and run at least to 1896. During this time the 
State printers were, (according to the title pages): Messrs. 
Benjamin Singerly, Benjamin F. Meyers, Edwin K. Meyers, 
and Clarence M. Busch. 

The variations in dates is striking, so far as title pages 
are concerned. For instance, the dates appearing on the en- 
graved title pages, showing the names of the editors, as well 
as the Secretary of the Commonwealth, and the printer, may 
be from one to three years earlier than the date on the printed 
title page, following. Example: Volume XV has an engraved 
title page dated 1890, yet the printed page following says 
1893; same for volumes XVIII and XIX. There are others 
just as annoying; therefore no one would want to spend the 
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time necessary to uncover all these different editions, and 
index them. 

From volume XIII of the Second Series, to the end, 
and from volume I of the Third Series, to the end of the 
text volumes (XXVI), Dr. Egle’s name appears alone as the 
“Editor.” The first eleven volumes of the Second Series the 
name of John Blair Linn accompanies that of Dr. Egle. 

Inasmuch as the Third Series is amply indexed in the last 
four volumes (27-80) of the series, we do not intend to go 
to any length to describe the contents of the Third Series, 
except to include herein a list of the title pages of the entire 
series, which will act as a guide to the user thereof. 

We do, however, want to be more generous with the des- 
eription of the contents of the Second Series, and present 
same herewith.

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DAUPHIN COUNTY HISTORICAL SOCIETY 


In the “Abstract of the Minutes of the Historical 
Society of Dauphin County, Pa., 1869-1903,” by James 
Lamberton, Esq., we note so many references to Dr. 
Egle, that we are almost at a loss to know where to 
start—or stop. It is to be noted, that Dr. Egle was 
a prime factor in the movement. to establish and or- 
ganize the above-mentioned Society, and that it met 
first at his house, at 131 Walnut street, Harrisburg, 
May 13, 1869. At a subsequent meeting, a month 
later, Dr. Egle was elected secretary of the Socicty, 
but a week later declined the office. 

Dr. Egle’s activity in the Society was whole-heart- 
ed, and we find him not only a frequent contributor, 
but also one who could, and would prepare special 
papers which were read at the regular meetings. So 
we find the “Minutes” reading usually this way: 


January 9, 1873:—Dr. Egle read an account of John Har- 
ris, Sr. 
December 11, 1873:—Dr. Egle read, etc. 


November 12, 1874:—Dr. Egle read a preamble and resolu- 
ee relative to establishing manufactories in Harrisburg, 
to. 

May 13, 1875:—Dr. Egle read a sketch of Gustavus S. 
Peters, the inventor of children’s toy-books printed in oil 
colors. 

November 16, 1876:—On motion of Dr. Egle, it was re- 
solved that a quarterly pamphlet of at least 16 octavo or 
small quarto pages be published by the Society, illustrative 
of the history of Dauphin County; . .. and a committee, 
consisting of Dr. Egle, the Rev. Dr. Robinson, and President 
(A. Boyd) Hamilton, was appointed to edit and superintend 
the publication. . . . A bill for printing 150 copies of the 
proceedings of Fourth of. July, 1876, amounting to $9.00, 
was presented and ordered paid. 

June 12, 1879:—Dr. Egle read an account of the organiza- 
tion of the Liberty Company of Londonderry Township, Lan- 
-caster (now Dauphin) County, 17th May, A. D. 1775. 

March 11, 1880:—Dr. Egle read a paper ENG to Andrew 
Lykens, the pioneer of Lykens Valley. 

April 8, 1880:—Dr. Egle read an old petition, etc. 
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June 10, 1880:—On motion of Dr. Egle, Committee on 
Publication was requested to subscribe for five copies in 
pamphlet form, of “Notes and Queries.” 

October 18, 1881:—Dr. Egle read a sketch of the Rev. 
Thomas Macbeth (formerly a teacher in the Harrisburg 
Academy in 1830), by Thomas Carlyle, of London. 

February 9, 1882:—Dr. Egle read a note on Dr. Woltz, 
also on Marcus Hulings, and a paper on the “First Bells” in 
Harrisburg, by Augustus Burnett. 

January 8, 1885:—Dr. Egle . . . read a paper relative to 
the early Dauphin County settlers in Erie and Erie County. 

May 12, 1887:—Dr. Egle read an account of rafting fifty 
years ago, between Painted Post, New York, and Port De- 
posit, with passing sketches of Coxestown and Harrisburg. 


Reads Dr. Benjamin Franklin’s Letter 


June 14, 1888:—Dr. Egle read a letter from the late Dr. 
Benjamin Franklin to a young friend, concerning matrimony; 
and after “calling attention to the recent marriage of our 
worthy President, moved that this Society, after adjourn- 
ment, do, in a body, pay their respects to the happy pair.” 

April 10, 1890:— Dr. Egle spoke of the first census of 
Dauphin and Lebanon Counties, which he proposed to print 
in the columns of the “Telegraph,” and suggested that the 
Society have 50 or 60 copies for the use of its members, 
and he was, on motion, authorized to have 75 copies printed 
for the use of the Society. 

January 15, 1892:—Dr. Egle read a sketch of the life of 
Rev. Jacob Albright, founder of the Evangelical Association; 
also, of the tavern housekeepers in Lancaster County in 
17438, prior to the formation of Dauphin County. 

April 14, 1892:—Dr. Egle read a paper on the McAllister 
Family. Archibald McAllister, the progenitor of this family, 
settled near Big Spring, Cumberland County, in 1782, and 
his son, Archibald, settled near Fort McAllister. Another 
son was the father of the well-known Ward McAllister. 

April 18, 1893:—Dr. Egle read an article relating to the 
Piper Family of Cumberland and Bedford Counties, the pro- 
genitor being James Piper. 

September 14, 18938:—Dr. Egle read sketches of Revolu- 
tionary heroines. 

December 4, 1898:—Dr. Egle read sketches of Revolution- 
ary, heroines. 

March 14, 1895:—Dr. Egle read a paper on the Ranking of 
York County. 

March 11, 1896:—Dr. Egle read a copy of what is believed 
to be the first book or pamphlet printed in Harrisburg, en- 
titled ‘St. Clair’s Defeat,’ 1792, a poem by Major Eli (7) 
Louis, father of C. J. Louis. 

October 8, 1896:—Dr. Egle gave a critical resume of Syd- 
ney George Fisher’s ‘The Making of Pennsylvania,’ and ex- 
posed its many errors of omission and commission. 
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November 10, 1898:—President Egle (succeeding to the of- 
fice following the death of A. Boyd Hamilton), read a paper 
prepared by Dr. Hiram Rutherford, of Oakland, Illinois, des- 
cribing the Halifax Election Riot in 1838. He also read se- 
lections from a scrap book prepared by the late Augustus 
Burnett, describing facts and incidents suggested by the 
death of citizens from time to time. [Half a dozen of these 
valuable scrap books are now in the possession of the biblio- 
grapher. | 

October 12, 1899:—President Egle read a paper entitled the 
‘Stewarts of Paxtang.’ 

March 8, 1900:—President Egle stated that hereafter the 
papers read before the Society and printed in ‘Notes and 
Queries,’ would be printed in pamphlet form and a copy 
given to each member. 


This more or less briefs the activity of Dr, Egle 
in the local Society, but is by no means the extent of 
papers read, or other personal efforts put forth to 
make this one of the outstanding societies for pre- 
servation of things historical. 

The above excerpts include the more or less im- 
portant papers, and presumably some of them got 
into print in the “Notes and Queries,” while still 
others, in all probability, remain in the archives of the 
Society, unpublished.

DR. EGLE’S BUSY LIFE. 


From “Notes and Queries,” Annual Volume, 1900. 


William Henry Egle was born September 17, 1830, in Har- 
risburg, Pa., and the fifth in the line of descent from the 
original emigrant, Marcus Egle. He died on February 19, 
1901. His ancestors settled in Pennsylvania prior to 1740, 
coming on the one side from the Canton of Zurich, Switzer- 
land, and on the other from Palatinate, Germany. A great- 
great-grandfather served as an officer in the French and In- 
dian wars; his paternal grand and great-grandfathers served 
in the War of the Revolution, while his maternal grand- 
father served in the war of 1812-14. His parents were John 
Egle and Elizabeth von Treupel, both natives of Pennsyl- 
vania. The father dying when the son was four years of 
age, the latter made his home with his paternal grandmother. 
He was educated in the public and private schools of Har- 
risburg, and at the Harrisburg Military Institute, under the 
famed Capt. Alden Partridge. In 1848 he was tendered the 
appointment of midshipman in the United States navy, but 
declined the honor. At the close of his school life he spent 
three years in the office of the Pennsylvania “Telegraph,” 
during most of which time he was foreman of the establish- 
ment, subsequently having charge of the State printing, which 
was done in the office. In 1853 he undertook the editorship 
of the “Literary Companion,” as well as the “Daily Times;” 
the latter afterwards merged into one of the newspaper ven- 
tures in Harrisburg. In 1854 and the following year he was 
an assistant teacher in the boys’ school, and part of the 
time mailing clerk in the post office, which latter position 
he held until the fall of 1857, when he resigned to enter 
the medical department of the University of Pennsylvania, 
from which institution he was graduated in March, 1859. 
The same year he established himself at Harrisburg, and was 
in the practice of his profession there, when, in 1862, after 
the battles of Chantilly and the second Bull Run, he went 
to Washington in response to a telegram from Adjutant 
General Russell, of Pennsylvania, to assist in the care of the 
wounded. In September of that year he was commissioned 
assistant surgeon of the Ninety-sixth regiment, Pennsylvania 
volunteers, and arrived at his post on the eve of the battle 
of Antietam. During the progress of that battle he was 
ordered to the field hospital for duty, where he remained 
several days. In the summer of 1863, during the Gettysburg 
campaign, he was appointed surgeon of the Forty-seventh 
regiment, Pennsylvania volunteer militia. At the close of 
service with the latter command, he resumed his profession, 
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but, in August, 1864, accepted the appointment by President 
Lincoln of surgeon of volunteers, and was ordered to Camp 
Nelson, Ky., to examine the colored regiments then being 
raised in that State. He was subsequently detailed with the 
battalion under Col. James S. Brisbin and Col. James F. 
Wade in the famous attempt by Gen. Burbridge to destroy 
the salt works in Southwestern Virginia. Upon his return 
from that ill-fated expedition, he was ordered to the Depart- 
ment of the James, under General Butler, as surgeon of the 
One Hundred and Sixteenth United States colored infantry. 
Subsequently assigned to the Twenty-fourth army corps as 
executive medical officer, Gen. Wm. Birney’s division; he ac- 
companied that division during the Petersburg and Appo- 
mattox campaigns. Upon the return from that duty he was 
ordered to Texas, with General Jackson’s division, as chief 
medical officer, and stationed at Roma, on the Rio Grande, 
until December, 1865, when he resigned the service and re- 
turned home, partly resuming the practice of his profession. 

In 1867 Dr. Egle was appointed an examiner for pensions, 
a position he retained four years. For twenty years he was 
annually elected physician to the Dauphin county prison, 
which he resigned in March, 1887, when Governor Beaver 
appointed him State Librarian, the Senate confirming the 
nomination. Governor Pattison re-appointed him in 1891, 
and again in March, 1894, and he was confirmed by the 
Senate and commissioned by Governor Hastings. The pres- 
ent effectiveness of the Pennsylvania State Library, in the 
front rank of the best libraries in America, is largely due 
to Dr. Egle’s management, and has been greatly appreciated 
by students at large. 

Upon the organization of the National Guard in 1870 Dr. 
Egle was appointed surgeon-in-chief of the Fifth division, 
with rank of lieutenant colonel, and subsequently in the con- 
solidation of the commands, was transferred to the Eighth 
regiment. As a medical officer he was on duty during the 
so-called “Sawdust War” of 1871, and the railroad riots of 
1877, as well as the Homestead fiasco of 1892. In 1885 Dr. 
Egle was commissioned surgeon-in-chief of the Third brigade, 
which position he resigned in 1899. He was the senior 
medical officer of the National Guard of Pennsylvania, thav- 
ing passed his twenty-sixth year of service with the Guard. 

Acquiring an early taste for historical research, during 
the relaxation from professional duties, when he returned 
from the army in December, 1865, he commenced the pre- 
paration of his “History of Pennsylvania,” published in 1876, 
a bi-centennial edition in 1883, and of which fifteen thousand 
copies were sold. Principally among his historical publica- 
tons are the “Historical Register,” two volumes (1883-1884) ; 
“History of the County of Dauphin” (1883); “History of the 
County of Lebanon” (1883); “Centennial History of the Coun- 
ty of Dauphin and City of Harrisburg” 1886; “Pennsylvania 
Genealogies, chiefly Scotch-Irish and German ” (1886, reprint 
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1896); “Harrisburg-on-the-Susquehanna” (1892); “Notes and 
Queries, historical, biographical and genealogical; relating 
to the interior of Pennsylvania;” first and second series, two 
volumes (1878-1882, reprint two volumes 1894-1895); third 
series, two volumes (1887-1891, reprint 1895-1896, three vol- 
umes); fourth series, two volumes (1891-1895); five annual 
volumes, 1896-1900, inclusive. He has also written a large 
number of biographical sketches of prominent Pennsylvan- 
ians, at least two hundred of which were furnished Apple- 
ton’s Encyclopedia of Biography, and also biographical 
sketches of the members of the Constitutional Convention of 
1776, and of the delegates to the Pennsylvania convention 
to ratify the Constitution of the United States, published 
in the “Pennsylvania Magazine of History.” Dr. Egle was 
co-editor of the Pennsylvania Archives, second series, vol- 
umes I to XII; editor of the same series, volumes XIII to 
XIX, and also of the third series. The most valuable of 
these are those relating to the services of the Pennsylvania 
Line of the Revolution. 

Lafayette College in 1878 conferred upon Dr. Egle the 
honorary degree of A. M., appreciative of his services in 
American history. He was also honored by election as a 
corresponding member of a number of historical societies 
of the United States as well as of several learned societies 
in France and England. He was one of the founders and 
the first presiding officer of the Pennsylvania-German Soc- 
iety, and by virtue of his services in the Rebellion a member 
of the military order of the Loyal Legion, the Society of 
the Army of the Potomac, and of the Grand Army of the 
Republic. Through his eligibility from an original member 
of the Cincinnati, he was a member of the State Society of 
Pennsylvania, a member of the Society of Colonial Wars, a 
member of the Pennsylvania Society Sons of the Revolution, 
Society of the War of 1812-14, and of the Sociefy of Foreign 
Wars. In addition Dr. Egle preserves his membership with 
the Dauphin County Medical Society, State Medical Society, 
is a member of the Academy of Medicine at Harrisburg, and 
an active member of the Association of Military Surgeons 
of the United States. 

Dr. Egle was one of the original members of the Dauphin 
County Historical Society and its second president. He was 
active in the historical society work and added a great deal 
to its collections. 

As a Mason, Dr. Egle was well known, being first Master 
of Robert Burns Lodge, withdrawing in 1870 from Perse- 
verance Lodge. He served three times as Master. He was 
also a Knight Templar. Dr. Egle was also one of the few 
33d degree Masons in this vicinity.

Several of his historic ventures, that were privately 
printed, have appeared; and at present he is engaged in edit- 
ing the Revolutionary and other records of his native State, 
recently authorized to be collected and published. He has 
always been a devoted student, reaping in by-ways which 
others neglected. Earnest in every good work, he stands 
high in the esteem of his fellow-townspeople.”
